The control of the 
company. should. be vested in a dozan directors, seven of which would 
be nom‘nees of Governments. Reuter understands that Major 
General Sir Frederick Sykes will address the Imperial Conferenca 
on the question of the establishment of the Company.

Ganference, It is stated that he is prepared to propose that the 
only subjects on the ‘agenda that are capable of being definitely 
debated at present are preparation for a special Constitutional 
Conference, a general review of the Empire's’ foreign problems, 
particatarly as they affect the Domizions, the advisability of Te 
newing the Anglo-Japanese Alliance, and preliminary consideration 
of some working method of arriving at a common understanding 
regarding external affairs concerning all parts of the Empire, as a 
preliminary to the proposéd Constitutional Conference. *_ 


It is reliably understood that Premier Meighen will only. sup- 
port renewal of the Anglo-Japanese Treaty on condition that it is 
satisfactory to the United States. It is believed he is pregared to 
be convinced that. the Alliance will’ best serve British interests. 
The majority of Canadian members ef the Commons endorse 
this view, with the stipulation that the Treaty shall not antagonize 
the United States or impair stronger Anglo-American friendship. 


" Premier Meighen is particularly anxious to postpene discus- 
sion of military and naval defence for the Constitutional Conference 


as he considers Canada’s financial position prohibits embarking on 
+ % substantial naval programme at present.

British Empire, said that as the British constitution had become 
a tiodel for all free peoples, so Britain’s mode of dealing with 
colonies and dependencies might become a model for all countries 
dealing with one another. co 
. . 4 

Justice Serutton, presiding, wittily described the functions of 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council. He said an obscure 
door in a slummy street of Whitehall led to a not very cleanlockinz 
room, where 4 or 5 skeepy old gentlemen sat round a horseshoe 
table listening to counsel. But the pageant passing in that room 
was a most amazing one, Besides the Dominions’ representatives, 
India, Mauritius, Trinidad and every Colony brought the oddest 
questions for decision by a perfectly impartial and trusted tribunal. 
Hence the Privy Council was known in the most obscure parts of the 
Empire, although people did not know what it was. He related the 
story of a traveller in remote India asking the worshippers at a cer- 
tain altar what they were worshipping. They replied, “We don't 
know, but it is the great ‘God Privy Council.” 


_AIR FORCE MEMORIAL. 


: Londiee June 7. 

The Secretary of the Royal Air Force Memorial Fund reports 
that, although like most organisations suffering from: the present 
slump, the overseas Dominions are helping to maintain the con- 
tributions. Nawab Tonk of Rajputana haa subscribed the equival- 
ent of £200 and other Princes and notables in India have sent vary- 
ing amounts. The residents of Shanghai. through Lady Des Veux 
and the Overseas Club. have contributed £25. Nairobi and Kisuma 
in East Africa have sent the proceeds of a Gymkhana dance, 
amounting ‘to £207. Tha Governor, residents and Garrison of 
Hongkong have contributed £273. Sir Lee Stack has forwarded 
£30 from officers and civilians of Khartoum. 


SILESIA AND GERMANY.

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LABOUR CONDITIONS IN 
JAPAN. 


— 


Impression’s of a Special 
. Correspondent. 


An investigation into Labour 
organisation in Japso has. been 
conducted vy Mr. W. P. Simms, 
the U. S. special correspondent 
who did Press duty throuthost 
the World Wer end at the Peace 
Conference. . 

“There is very, little unrest, 
social or political, in Japan, des- 
pite low wazes, high cost of 
living and considerable unem- 

ment.”

Socal labour dispotes 
and strikes are not oncommon 
but a steal strike, ora coal strike 
such as those staged in America, 
could scarcely be brought about 
in Japan., 

“Of the 35.000 members belong- 
ing to the Yuaisai,” President 
Suzuki: explained, “about 12,000 
are iron workera; 10,000 seamen; 
4,000 miners and so forth. “Then 
there are—no; affil ated with us. 
however—the Miners’ Union of 
Japan, numbering about 2900 
members; the printera and press- 
men of Tokyo numbering some 
1200: the Osaka Tron Workers’ 
‘Wnion, whose membarship would 
reach about 1000, and other such 
organizations which work in 
harmony with us. To appreciate 
tha trae strength of Japanese 
laboar all these must be taken 
into consideration, 

“YCaIKal 9 YEARS OLD. 

This may not appear very 
formidsble as the result of nino 
years of painstaking work, but 
considering the handicap, it 
doesn't look so bad. 

There is no labour minister in 
in the Japanese cabioet.. Labour 
is looked after bx the home de- 
partment—corresponding to the 
American Department of the In- 
terior—but it seers that there is 
js no separate labour “bureau,” 
the head of the polics bureau of 
the home depariment also at- 
tending to Iabour wh:ch fact may 
afford an idea of the official at- 
titude towards labour and explain 
the slowness of ths growth of the 
movement at the same time. 

Every day. I was told, a police 
visit is patl to Yusiksi hasd- 
quarters, a pldin-clothes man 
arriving, usually in the afternoon, 
staying av hour orsoand making 
inquiries a3 to the day's doings. 

POLICE AT MEETINGS. 

Whenever meetings are io order 
the police are present and taka 
down what is said. Further, ttey 
can, and do. stop speeches 
when they consider “dangerous 
thouzbts” are being express2d. 
As this is left to the discretion of 
the local police, what would be 
stopped in onadistrict of the same 
city might oasily get by in the 
adjoining district. 

The first attempt to form a 
labour federation was about 20 
years ago, said Mr. Suzvki, “by a 
group of Socialists who had been 
in America.” Locomotive en- 
gineers, iron workers, printers, 
munitions workers and other 
unions were formed, but the 
movement had a very brief life. 

“There were several reasons 
for its lack ofsuccesy,” the labour 
leader told me, “but the fact that 
it was socialistic in character gat 
it official opposition It had ao 
financial support and, in fact, 
little interest was shown in it by 
the workers themselves.” 

The Yuaikei was formed in 
To begin with it

among its members workers from 
various trades. Later, ssit grew, 
it split iato real trade unions 
affiliated with the National 
Faderation.

It would be 
nearer the trath to say that the 
British Empire has. ceased to 
exist, and has been replaced by a 
Commonwealth of Nations. At no 
time in the whole of our history 
has the progress towards freedom 
been 80 rapid as in the last two 
years among. the nations who 
beluag to this great new-Com- 
monwealth. 

7 [MPERIALISM "” DEMODE, - 

We shall hear a great deal 
about tha Empire this summer 
when the Imperial. Conference 
meets. But how vastly different 
the prevailing sentiment is now 
from the years when Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain used to address the 
Imperial Conference as Sacteary 
of the Colonies. Then the country 
was drunk with the sanse of power 
and racial. pride. Now-iroparia- 
lism is a word tbat is offensive to 
everyone, and increased responsi- 
bilities are undertaken reluctant- 
ly, and only out of a sense of 
duty to those to whom we have 
pleaged our word. . 

Then the worst reproach that 
you -could briog against a 
politician was that he was & 
“Little Englander,” now the parish 
pomp is again in fashion, and the 
leaders of the Conservative Party 
talk like the old Radicals, of the 
mid-Victorian days in their de- 
punciation of any expenditure 
abroad. The change is in the 
main very wholesome, but it has 
done the country one grezt dis- 
service abroad. It has obscured 
a complete transform stion in the 
moral basis on which the Empire 
rests. ‘ . 

THE NEW EGYPT. 

Three examples may be taken 
of Egypt India. and the. Middle 
East. This Coalition Government, 
whose inspiration is often alleged: 
to be mainly Conservative, bas 
just agreed to anool the British 
Protectorate and to negotiste a 
settlement with Egypt on the 
basis of the Miloer Report, the 
main priocipla of which is that, 
subject only to the security of 
our communications scro3ss the 
isthmus and to our right of 
preveuting foreign interference 
in the country, Egypt is to be an 
icdependent county.

TO: “ DOMINION,” 

Take India, and compare the 
sweeping reforms of the Coalition 
Secretary for India with the 
timid proposala which were all 
Nthat a great Liberal, Lord Morley, 
ventured to make, and one gets 
the same impression of a tide of 
Libera] thought running more 
strongly in Imperial questions 
than ever before. Bat that is not 
all. What is in progress is some- 
thing more than aa extension of 


India from an Imperial depend- 
ency to that of a Dominion, 
which ultimately will be a nation 
like Canada or Australia, and 
free and responsible like them. 

This is something that no 
ostion has ever attempted before 
in similar conditions, and that so 
big and generous an idea should 
be conceited snd a beginning 
toade in its execution not only 
refutes the current slanders about 
the spirit of the British Common. 
wealth in its Imperial politics, 
but it also rebukes. the ridicolous 
self-depreciation that is common 
nowadays. 

Compared with this gigantic 
experiment, the Report of the 
Durham Commission on Canada, 
which is regarded as the great 
classic of liberal faith in our 
relations with the Colonies is a 
timid acd halting document. Not 
only are we more freedom-loving 
than our forebears, but we are 
bolder and more courageous ia 
the application of our ideas, and 
our Imperial legislation bas a 
wider and ampler sweep. : 

Only a generation ago Liberals 
were jnsisting that if India 
put a Customs daoty on 
cotton imports she must put 
& countervailing. Excise duty 
on ‘cotton goods manufactur- 
ed at’home. Now this Coalition 
Government says boldly that 
Indie must. have fiscal freedom 
becausé this is inseparable rights 
of nationhood, And it “is 
characteristic of the time—and 
in justice it should be sdded of 
the present Government—that 
the man who is now on his way 
to superintend the development 
of India to fall nationhood and 
membership of the British Com- 
monwealth is not a soldier. nor a 
member of the aristocracy, but 
the ex-Lord Chief Justice. What 
an immense distance our ideas 
have travelled from the Viceroy- 
alty of Lord, Curzon to that of 
Lord Reading!

As the existing Auglo-Japanese Treaty was concluded 
on July 13, 1911. for a period of ten years. it will expire 
hext month. There is an iinpression in some quatters that 
if neither party has notified a desire for termination, the 
'_ Wreaty remains valid for another year. This is uot what 
‘the Treaty says. What the Treaty appears to contemplate 

is that if either party desires to terminate it. otice shall 
be given a twelvemonth in advance (we use’ this qualified 
phraseology because the Treaty. like tnany diplomatic 
documents of high importance. is drawn in terms so slack 
as to invite the derision of any solicitor’'s clerk.) Apart 
from this clause. or rather from the non-exercise of it. the 
portents gu to indicate that the Governments in Loudon 
and Tokyo have. in spite of disclaimers, arrived at a general 
understanding vo the main question. of renewal. however 
sweeping may be the revision. The Conference of Domin- 
ion Premiers has. of course; still tv debate the question. In 
a few days we shall be hearing what the Coloniés 
representatives have to say. From what’ has already 
transpired, one surmises that approval will be expressed, 
subject to provisoes upon certain aspects. particularly 
in relation to the United States and to immigration. 

In this connection we were itterested in a special 
article contributed to the Nort: Chin: Daily News by Mr. 
Geo. H. Fairchild. an American gentleman who is stated 
to have enjoyed the confidence of Washington for many 
years. Mr. Fairchild says :-— .

agreeable to Britain, and America would no doubt welcome 
an opportunity to free herself from the Lansing-Ishii 
Agreement, into which a large number of her citizens 
consider she was “jockeyed” at the time she entered the 
war.

A machine with wings that 
pulsate like a bird and give ita 
corresponding power of flight is 
the outstanding idea in s new 
invention of a German scientist, 
and is receiving the attention of 
such well-Known experts as the 
head ef the German Zeppelin 
works and the head of the design- 
ing department of the Pokker 


works. Thé Nimfubr principle is!’ 


to imitate mechanically, so far as 
it is possible to do so, the methods 
of Nature jn the wings of birds; 
and insects. The Nimfebr 
“pulsating. wing ” relies epon an 
extraordinarily rapid vibrating or 
stroke action upon the cushion of 
compressed air which in flight js 
formed beneath asustaining plane. 
The actual Nimfubr wing is 
described by a correspondent to 
be hollow, .with a flexible mem- 
brane on the under side. By 
pneumatic mechaaism this mem- 
brane is set. pulsating or vibrat- 
ing with such rapidity that 
waves of atmospheric pressure 
are generated which shall, it is 
intended, not only sustain but 
also propel the machine. Air- 
screws will, in fact, be eliminated. 
There also a system whereby the 
extremities of the wings can be 
extended or contracted by 
pneumatic action to produce 
results such as are obtained by 
birds in stretching or folding 
their wings. Another feature is 
an automatic stabiliser, in which 
disturbances of balance set in 
cootion levers which, actuated 
by small motors, counteract by 
their movement of the wings any 
tendency of the machine to lose 
its equilibrium. If Professor 
Nimfuhr's claims are sbetantiated 
in large-scale work—and soaring 
tests have already bean made 
and pulsating wings of some size 
tested satisfactorily— it is 
calculated that 8 trans-ocean 
craft built on the principle, and 
carrying several hundred people 
be so"ecnomical in power that 
passengers could to carried by air 
between Europe and.

With regard to noon-time rest, 
it was agreed that coolies who 
commenced work gery early in 
the morning were antitled to one 
fall hour’s ress. A break of half 
an hour was to given to those 
who commenced at 8 or 9 a.m. 
The same provision bad applica- 
tion also to night shifts. 

The third item made provision 
forthe advance of five cents to 
each coolio as meal money on 
his commencing work, the same 
to be considered as a cumshaw if 
each coolie did not get 2 full 
day's wages. Otherwise tho 
cones would have to be return 
tothe contractor. | 

Another point which came in 
for a lot of argument was the 
discrimination made in the 
Tespective working bours of 
wiochmeno and coolies who had to 
depend solely on their physical 
efforts to carry out the work 
On their part the coolies’ said 
that both classes of workmen 
should cease work’ at ¢£ 
p-ci. and the contractors who 
opposed’ this extended the period 
to 5 p. m. It was at length decided 
that winchmen should cease work 
at 5. p.m. and the other coolias, 
who hed more strenuous work to 
perform, should finish one hour

Mr. Haywood said plaintiff 
gave the piano to a Mr. James 
Lau, who at that timo was trading 
as the Hongkong Music Co. It 
was to Mr. James Lau that plain- 
th should look for the return of 
his piano. 

Plaintiff denied this, saying 
that all he knew was tha: he 
handed the piano over ta the 
Hongkong Music Company. 
There ware several persons .in 
the shop at the titne. 


Mr. Haywood: Is it not a 
fact that you threatened to arreat 
Mr. Lau if he did-not give you 
an 1.0.0. for the piano ’—— No. 

Mr. Haywood: I suggest that 
as you were unable to pay for the 
tepairs it was agreed that the 
piano could be hired out for one 
yearta pay tae cost——No. 
Mr. Haywood said the Hong- 
kong Music Companys changed 
hands on Nor. Ist, 1920. 

His Lordship asked if there 
was any advertisement in the 
Press relating cto this matter.

‘Messrs. Harland and Wolff, 
Lid. who hold the sole licence for 
Britain and the Colonies for the: 
construction of Diesel engines on 
the Burmeister and Wain system, 
have just granted to the old-~ 
estalished firm of Messrs. Joho 
G. Kincaid and Co, ~ Lid, 
Greenock. a sub-licence for the. 
constraction of this type of in-~ 
ternal combustion engine, With- - 
in recent years Measra. Kincaid 
and Co. have greatly extended 
their premises by the erection of 
new shops of a most spacious and 
up-fo-dste, type, thase being 
“quipped with the most modern 
tools and appliances for produc- 
tion of marine engines of al? 
classes for all sizes of passengers 
and cargo veasels. This type of 
Diesel engine has been promin- 
ently before the sbipping world 
for many years. 


A JAPANESE SHIPPING REVIEW. 
A Government Departmental - 
review states: Althongh the ex- 
change-rates on Britain have de- 
clined and the freight rates oo 
special commoditic@ have been 
lowered, the European line has so 
fay been unable to attrect any 
adequate consignments on the 
uutward voyage. On the home 
ward voyage, the general trade 
has also been very. stagnant, and 
most sbips bring little 
besides materials for the 
construction of warships and 
other special consignments. The ~ 
Haars on the North American run 
can hardly fill half their holds on 
the outzoing voyages. Shipments 
to New York have been increas- 
ing by degrees since the middle of 
March, however, The movement 
of commodities From the Pacific 
coast to the Orient has also be- 
gan, the Jarger portion of which 
movement is represented by tim- 
ber, the rate on whieh is low. 
Fron New. York. there ate some . 
consignments of iron, dails loco- 
ctives, machinery, and other 
beavy Bsoods.  Nevertholess, 
freizht rates are inclined to de- 
crease, owing to the excess of 
ships. Business on the outward . 
voyages of the South 
American line, effected by, 
-he worldwide depression, has 
deterisrated remarksbly since 
last autumn, and more especially 
sinco Jast January. Both the 
Eastern and Westerns runs are 
now at the lowest ebb of depres- 
sion. Wool and bark from 
Argentine to Japan are present- 
ing somewhat brisk features. On 
the otber-hand, Chilean ni:re, an 
important factor on the Western 
line, has bees scarce, though © 
small shipments have come to be 
effected of late. Australian liners 
from Japan have been unable to | 
fillany more than 50 to 60 per 
cent. of their capacity. Since 
April. the South Sea trade’ bas 
shown signs of revival on the oat- 
ward sun, while the homeward 
voyage continues in a state of 
dépression, shipments for Hong- 
kong alone filling the ships. 
There is a possibility, however, cf 
a revival becoming manifest soon, - 
as Japanese merchants have 
bought large quantities of Java 
sugar. Difficulties are felt in the-- 
way of securing consignments for 
Calcutta, as the market there hag 
become somewhat qniet. not to 
speak of the deadening effects- of . 
exchange fluctuations, but there 
is a comparatively Rood move-

PROPOSED NEW HARBOUR 
NORTH SLESVIG. 
It has been proposed to build a 
new harbour in North Slesvig, 
which is to be arranged at the 
innermost part of thé Hejlsminde 
Bay. where the natural con- 
ditions are as favourable as they 
can be. For protecting the har- 
bour two piers ara to be con- 
structed, and within the thas 
protected port, which wil! have 
a depth of cight metres: one quay 
of & couple of hundred meters 
length is to be constructed. which, 
however, will be arranged to be 
extend by another 600 metres or 
more. Behind the quar is 
situated a tract of sandy land 
about 113 metres above the 
average sea level. This land, 
covering an area of five bectars, 
will be well soited for erect- 
ing railway sidings, packing 
houses streets, and bui'ding sites. 
It is suggested that the town shall 
purchase this land and dist ose of 
it under expert control, and 
dispose it among'merchants and 
manufacturefts in Hadersley ata 
reasonable price. The port would 
be free of ice and open the whole 
year owing to the strong current 
flowing between the Small Belt 
and Hejleminde Nor. Direct con- 
nection by the State Railway is 
to be provided to Haderslev via 
Fjelstrap. It will cost ona million 
kroners to construct the harbour, 
with 2C0 metres quay wall, besides 
a couple of millions for the con- 
struction of the railway lines.
